His rea- 
sons for parting with so important and necessary 
a member were, that it had been entirely useless 
for the last fifteen years, caused by extensive ca- 
ries ol the bones of the leg and thigh,which com- 
menced when he was eigiit years of age—the 
leg drawn up at a right angle with the tliigh,and 
a complete anchylosis of the knee joint. Altho' 
the uksration had been healed fyr the last ten 
year*, loe leg wis very sensitive-, and trc/ubled 
him much in cold weather.

to my office and give me a fair chince, 1 would 
mesmerise him so that his lej;could be taken ofl 
without his knowing it. 


He .at first appeared unwilling to lose so much 


lime,but after being advised by D"r Rich to try 
the operation, he consented, although decidedly 
skeptical as to the result.
